School here teaches. no ‘sectarian. religion ; 
nevertheless they wished: the Scholarship 
to be established, deciding to aot in ‘accord. 
‘ence with the views expressed .by His. 
Excellency, and making no: stipulation 
whatever as regarded: religion or on 1, 
but rend providing that the Scholarship 
should be given to the best scholar in the 
School;., without any copdition..
